Had there 
been a prompt and more reasonable 
peace such consequences as now seem 
possible misltt have been averted. A 
new chapter has now opened. It pro- 
mises to develop si cat difficulties for 
the entente powers, setting up as it 
may an exceedingly strong military 
and economic relationship. It may

the lines I have indicated as possible 
tlic effect on the whole central Euro- 
pean situation will be profound.

No stationery, news- 


papers. postage or other perquisite 
except the salary and mileage is per- 
mitted to be received by any member 
for services. 


Chapter C04 of the laws, published 


July 24, 1919, was introduced primar- 
ily becaiisc authorilics wished lo re- 
lieve the circuit court of Dane coun- 
ty. overburdened by the number of 
state cases sent there.

THE COAL SHTATIOX. 


'J'lic coal situation is serious aiul will 


become worse. Protluclion and clislribu- 
fion will improve in lime, but thai does 
nol mean iinmediale relief in llic acculc 
shortage which now exists. Furthermore 
the price of coal in all probability will 
be increased to meet the advance in pay 
which lias been' granted mmcrs by the 
bituminous 
coal 
commission. 
This 


amounts to a nel increase in wages of 11 
percent and the commission has recom- 
mended an increase in Ihe maximum 
price fixed by the government amounting 
to-70 cents a ton in some instances. In 
addition to this it recommends thai all 
restrictions on price be removed. 


The country is convinced that il has 


been made the goal in the differences be- 
tween the operators and the, government 
and between the operators and their em- 
ployes. Throughout the period of Ihe 
war and since the armistice the coal in- 
dustry has been in a stale of disruption 
and eruption. Production has been di- 
minished where il should have been slim- 
ulalccl to the maximum possible output. 
As a result industry has been injured, 
transportation lias been demoralized at 
intervals and handicapped at all limes, 
while the consumer has suffered great 
inconvenience, more or less hardship, 
and has bad lo pay. an exorbitant price 
for coal. Il has been and slill is a stale of 
affairs nol pleasing to dwell tipon. Il is 
possible lhal Ibis condition was inevit- 
able but it is hard lo believe so. The 
conclusion forces ilself that the policies 
of the government have been inadequate 
to meet the silualion. and lhal responsi- 
bilities in the premises have not been 
properly discharged. Some of Ihe blame 
we may also allix to Ihe opera lor and 
sonic to Ihe miners. There has been an un- 
reasonable altitude on both sides and the 
consequences, whether from federal in- 
capacity or from the industrial contro- 
versy, have been visited upon Ihe public. 


Il is loo laic lo gel relief from what has 


happened in Ihe pasl. but il is possible we 
may receive some lighl on Ihe subjccl as 
a rcsull of Ihe indictment handed down 
from the federal courl at Indianapolis 
which charges 125 coal .operators aiuh 
miners with conspiracy in violation of 
Ihe Lever food and coal acl lo enhance 
Ihe price of coal by restricting produc- 
tion and by other means. Ten overt acls 
arc charged in the indictment and lo- 
gclher and severally they constitute a 
grave accusation. Some of these offenses 


• arc alleged lo have been committed p'rc- 


vious lo the signing of the armistice. Il 
is said lhal the Lever acl has been grossly, j 
openly and defiantly transgressed. HJs 
lo be hoped that these indictments have 
nol been returned on a loo superficial in- 
vcsligalion and lhal Ihe proscculions un- 
dc-r them will be conducted vigorously 
and with genuine determination lo. con- 
vict where criminal conspiracy is estab- 
lished. The fact lhal ihe cases will be 
tried in Judge Anderson's courl and lhal 
he has been personally responsible for 
Ihe calling of the grand jury which re- 
turned the bills, is promising indication 
lhal no one will be spared and thai Mir 
government will go lo the bottom of l!:c 
matter. 


The country is faced wjlh a necessity 


of pulling the coal industry on a basis 
lhal will guarantee maximum production 
;]iul distribution at the minimum price lo 
Ihe consumer. This condition has not ex- 
isted for many years, if e.ver, but il ncver- 
Iliclc*>s is a requirement which must he 
realized and acted upon before we have 
solved our fuel problem. There is no 
reason why the country should suffer 
from lack of fuel and be compelled lo 
pay excessive prices when there is plenty 
of coal in Ihe ground, men lo dig il and 
railroads and boats wilh which Jo Irans- 
]>orl il. If Ihe evils from which Ihc pub- 
lic has suffered arc nol ameliorated with- 
in a reasonable lime we shall have an agi- 
Inlion for stale ownership of the coal 
mines and coal deposits which may l»c 
irresistible. 


THE SOLDIERS' 11QSVS BOX I) 


We think it will be conceded lhal there 


is force lo the contention of Secretary of 
the Treasury Houston, allirmed by the 
governor of Ihc Federal Reserve board, 
that a l\vo billion dollar bond issue wilh 
which to finance Ihe proposed soldiers' 
bonus legislation by congress would be 
hurtful to the credit of the country and lo 
the holders of Liberty bonds. \Ve do nol 
think the dilliculties in the way of lloal- 
ing an additional bond issue would be a 
sufiicienl objection lo the plan if lhal 
were all that was involved. The effort 
thai it might require to put such an issue 
over the lop. great as il might be, would 
hardly be regarded as a reason for re- 
jecting the task, provided congress and 
the country indorsed the bonus idea. Thai 
the men who fought for America in the 
grcal war are entitled lo recognition of 
their service in some substantial manner 
will, we think, be universally agreed. 
\Yhal form this reward should lake and 
the manner of providing for il arc ques- 
tions lo be decided. 


The financial silualion is anything but 


satisfactory. We are in the midst of a 
condition of inflation which is nol only 
burdensome to the public, but which con- 
stitutes a menace lo our prosperity and lo 
much legitimate enterprise. Further ex- 
pansion of credit by Ihc government, in 
conjunction wilh Ihe large bond issues 
which are being issued by municipalities 
and counties, together wilh Ihc heavy re- 
quirements of the railroads and Ihe cred- 
it demands of export Iradc and many 
other lines, would undoubtedly react dis- 
tressingly upon credit in general. It 
would certainly lend lo further decrease 
the present low price of Liberty bonds, 
and indircclly il would increase the cost 
of living. Instead of assisting the Fed- 
eral Reserve board in its attempt to bring 
about orderly deflation, it would aggra- 
vate our financial problem and swell the 
tide of inflation. 


Il is obvious, we Ihink. that if congress 


is lo provide a soldiers bonus, il should 
be postponed until the credit silualion 
improves or unlil reduced taxation makes 
il possible lo lake care of Ihe project 
through Ihc ordinary federal budget. The 
objections of the treasury department 
and the federal reserve bank to the bond 
issue havc'.no bearing upon the merits of 
the proposal. They deal simply with th'c 
method of handling it. Undoubtedly no 
further action will be attempted by con- 
gress at this lime, bul the subject will be 
brought up at the nexl session, when there 
will be opportunity lo consider, the ques- 
lion more inlclligcnlly and possibly un- 
der more favorable fiscal conditions.
